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Harsh reality 
doesn't deter 
U.S. forees in 
Afghanistan

KABUL 
pce. Patricia Stringfellow had been in Kandahar exactly one 
day when a pair of middle-aged Danes, her NATO allies, 
burst her bubble. 

Cold drinks in hand, sitting on a bench on the base board- 
walk, the tanned Danes told the newly arrived 24-year-old U.S. 
soldier with the 19th Engineer Battalion she was “crazy” if she 
thought more U.S. troops would rout the Taliban or that Afghani- 
stan could be transformed. 

They said they’d be doing her a favor if they amputated her leg 
so she could return home to Fort Knox, Ky. 

“They got quite cheeky with me,” said Stringfellow, a friendly, 
sincere woman with a husband and 2-year-old son at home. Still, 
she said, she believed that the U.S. effort would be successful. 

“T have faith,” she said, putting her hand over her heart. 

Stringfellow’s battalion is part of the United States’ 21,000-troop 
increase requested by Gen. David McKiernan, who was sacked 
earlier this month just as the troops began arriving. 

The new troops, bringing the U.S. total to about 60,000, are 
scheduled to be in place before the Afghan presidential election 
in August. 

It’s unclear what changes the new Afghanistan commander, Lt. 
Gen. Stanley McChrystal, will make, but it’s certain that the coun- 
terinsurgency techniques will remain central. That means combat 
troops on small bases, mobility, intelligence, special operations to 
kill insurgent leaders, and trying to woo regular Afghans away 
from insurgents by protecting them and providing for them. It also 
means working and waiting for good governance. 

U.S. Forces Afghanistan Command Sgt. Maj. Iuniasolua Savusa, 
the top enlisted soldier in Afghanistan, said he believes U.S. goals 
are attainable despite “challenges.” 

He cites NATO partners which, for the most part, have not given 
up caveats that prevent many operations, and trying to encourage 
democracy in one of the most patriarchal, tribal, rural and illiterate 
cultures on Earth.

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Navy boxer training to be the best

YOKOSUKA NAVAL BASE, 
Japan — On most Friday nights 
at Yokosuka Naval Base, sailors 
are lining up at the ATMs, pre- 
paring to head out for a night on 
the town. 

Petty Officer 2nd Class Albert 
King isn’t. He’d rather wrap up 
his hands and to go to war in the 
boxing ring. 

“Tt’s just another Friday night,” 
he said. 

King, a two-year veteran of the 
All-Navy boxing program, recent- 
ly returned to Japan after a round 
of boxing contests in the States. 

Before returning, King won 
the middleweight division at the 
All-Navy National Box-Off Tour- 
nament in California, besting 
a Marine Corps pugilist for top 
honors in the 165-pound class. 

The Navy security special- 
ist had boxed for only two years 
when he was selected two years 
ago to the Navy team. 

All-Navy boxing camp, locat- 
ed in Oxnard, Calif., lasts about 
three months and, as King puts it, 
is not for everyone. 

“It’s brutal,’ he said. “The 
entire process at camp is very 
intense.” 

King’s weekly training consists 
of three or four sparring sessions 
as well as plenty of sprint train- 
ing, long-distance running and 
bag work. 

In November, King will be re- 
quired to reapply for camp. He 
said he’s confident he’I11 be select- 
ed to return. 

However, he added, once there, 
there’s no guarantee he’ll be 
placed back onto the roster, so he 
spends most of the year ensuring 
his spot is safe. 

“If there’s someone new in my 
weight class, I'll have to box them 
for the spot,” said King, who nor- 
mally fights as a 152-pound wel- 
terweight. “That’s why I’m done 
with the partying and going out. 
My focus is on getting back to 
camp and being the best.” 

The top fighters from each ser- 
vice compete each year in the 
Armed Forces Boxing Champi- 
onships. The winners there can 
advance to national and interna- 
tional competition and could have 
a shot at the Olympic trials if an

Olympic year is approaching. 

“2012, 2016 — that’s the goal,” 
King said. “Competing at the 
Olympic level is the reason I’m 
doing what I’m doing.” 

Getting more ring experience 
in Japan has presented its chal- 
lenges, said King, who has a pair 
of boxing gloves tattooed on his 
right arm. 

“Amateur boxing in Japan 
doesn’t allow any tattoos, so it’s 
really hard for me to find fights 
around here,” he explained 





King said an alternative has 
been his training at an off-base 
mixed martial-arts gym, Rodeo 
Style, which incorporates boxing 
into its program a few nights a 
week. 

The Navy boxer said the Navy 
and his department have backed 
his aspirations. But his top fan is 
at home. 

“My wife has been the biggest 
support for me,” he said. 

King is now focused on diet, 
training and hard work — all part 
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of what it’s going to take to make 
him better for All-Navy camp, he 
said. 

“Tm definitely going to be 
ready.”

WASHINGTON — On a rainy night in 
March, Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
traveled to Dover Air Force Base in Dela- 
ware to witness the military’s ritual for 
welcoming home its war dead. 

In a small building next to the tarmac, 
an officer briefed him on the four de- 
ceased troops arriving that evening. They 
had been driving along a rutted road near 
Jalalabad, Afghanistan, when their Hum- 
vee hit a powerful roadside bomb. 

Gates flashed with anger, according to 
people with him that day. He had spent 
most of his tenure in the Pentagon push- 
ing to replace Humvees in Afghanistan 
and Iraq with the Mine Resistant Ambush 
Protected (MRAP) vehicle, which had 
been built to withstand such blasts. “Find 
out why they hadn’t gotten their [expletive] 
MRAPs yet,” he snapped at his staff. 

Clad in the black suit he had worn to 
work that morning in the Pentagon, Gates 
climbed into the cargo hold of the white 
747 bearing the remains. From the ground, 
troops could see the defense secretary as 
he knelt, alone, by the flag-draped transfer 
cases. Five minutes passed. 

Then Gates, a small man with white hair 
combed across his head in neat rows, ap- 
peared in the plane’s door and summoned 
the chaplain and the honor guard to begin 
the 17-minute welcome-home ritual. 

In his term, Gates has embarked on an 
ambitious effort to force defense to focus 
more of its energy on developing weapons 
and equipment that can help troops on the 
ground as they battle insurgencies in Af- 
ghanistan and Iraq. 

His push to refocus the department 
comes as the war in Afghanistan appears 
to be in stalemate and violence against 
U.S. troops and Afghan forces is on the 
rise. In neighboring Pakistan, where the 
Taliban and al-Qaida have carved out a 
haven from which they can launch attacks 
on U.S. troops, the government’s hold on 
power throughout the country has grown 
shakier. 


Decisive action 


The deteriorating conditions in the two 
countries seem to have sharpened the sec- 
retary’s sense of urgency. Last week, he 
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fired the top U.S. commander in Afghani- 
stan. His 2010 defense budget, introduced 
this month, proposes to cut or curtail a 
spate of large-scale weapons programs. 

“Listening to our troops and command- 
ers, unvarnished and unscripted, has from 
the moment I took this job been the great- 
est single source of ideas on what the de- 
partment needs to do,” he told lawmakers 
on Wednesday. 

Gates’ critics, including some active-duty 
generals and many of the senior officials 
that he has fired, say that his intense focus 
on Afghanistan and Iraq threatens to turn 
the vaunted U.S. military into an army of 
occupiers and nation-builders. “I am sure 
the North Koreans fear the MRAP and the 
Iranians are cringing in their boots about

tary commanders reach his office the day 
before the meeting in which they will be 
discussed. If slides arrive after the dead- 
line, the meeting will be canceled or post- 
poned, Pentagon officials said. 

Gates sets deadlines of weeks or even 
days. Meetings with top generals rarely 
run more than 45 minutes. “The natural 
propensity of a bureaucracy is not to de- 
cide,” he has often said. “It will just chew 
the cud until there is no taste at all.” 

Just three months into his tenure, he 
fired Army Secretary Francis Harvey 
after articles in The Washington Post ex- 
posed appalling living conditions at Walter 
Reed Army Medical Center. Harvey wasn’t 
dismissed for the conditions at the hospital,

the threat from our stability forces,” for- 
mer Air Force secretary Michael Wynne, 
who was dismissed last year, wrote in an 
online column. 

Last year, the four-star generals who 
run the Army, Navy, Air Force and Ma- 
rine Corps formally “nonconcurred” with 
the classified version of his National De- 
fense Strategy, but Gates concluded that 
their concerns were “not compelling,” said 
a senior Pentagon official involved in the 
process, who spoke on the condition of ano- 
nymity to discuss internal deliberations. 


One job: Fix the war in Iraq 


Gates didn’t come to the Pentagon to 
make major changes. He had only one job: 
Fix the war in Iraq. 

Even Gates’ detractors concede that he 
is a ruthlessly effective manager of the 
Pentagon bureaucracy. He demands that 
all briefing slides from his staff and mili-

defense officials said. Gates relieved him 
for failing to acknowledge the severity of 
the problems and fix them swiftly. 

Gates, who colleagues describe as con- 
sistent and self-controlled, often grows 
quiet when he disagrees with someone. 
“Tt was like arguing with a stone,” Harvey 
recalled of their meeting. “The meeting 
lasted maybe 90 seconds.” 

By early 2009, one of Gates’ pet projects 
had produced results: The number of U.S. 
military Predators in the air over Afghani- 
stan and Iraq had increased almost three- 
fold, to 31 from 12. In a speech last year at 
Maxwell Air Force Base in Montgomery, 
Ala., Gates compared the effort to “pulling 
teeth.” 

In the months since he was asked by 
President Barack Obama to stay on as 
defense secretary as the Cabinet’s lone 
holdover, Gates’ top priority has been in- 
corporating the lessons of the task force 
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and other similar initiatives into the 2010 
defense budget. “His engagement on this 
budget has been orders of magnitude 
greater than any other secretary of de- 
fense that I can recall,” said Adm. Michael 
Mullen, the chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, in an interview. “There is a cer- 
tainty about what he wants, and you can’t 
get around it.” 


‘We can and must do better’ 


Last week, Gates flew to Afghanistan, 
where he asked for the resignation of the 
top American general in charge of the war. 





He had chosen Gen. David McKiernan for 
the post 11 months earlier but had become 
convinced that a new commander was 
needed to arrest the decline in the country. 
“We can and must do better,” he later told 
reporters at a Pentagon news conference. 

During his trip, Gates flew to a sprawl- 
ing American base being built in southern 
Afghanistan to accommodate thousands of 
new U.S. troops now arriving in the coun- 
try. He met four Marines who showed him 
their charred and dented MRAP. 

A few days earlier, as the Marines pa- 
trolled the desert surrounding the base, 
a roadside bomb had detonated under the 
vehicle. 

One of the Marines inside had broken 
his arm. The other three were bruised. 

Gates looked pleased. He shook their 
hands, struggled to make small talk and 
thanked them for their service.

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Troops still battling mental health stigma

BAGHDAD — A military culture that 
values strength and a “can do” spirit is dis- 
couraging thousands of soldiers from seek- 
ing help to heal the emotional scars of war 
in Iraq and Afghanistan, despite top-level 
efforts to overcome the stigma, command- 
ers and veterans Say. 

Up to one-fifth of the more than 1.7 mil- 
lion military members who have served in 
Iraq or Afghanistan are believed to have 
symptoms of anxiety, depression and other 
emotional problems. Some studies show 
that about half of those who need help do 
not seek it. 

“It’s a reality that for some — certainly 
not all, but for some — there’s a stigma to 
stepping forward for behavioral health,” 
Maj. David Cabrera, who runs counseling 
services at a military hospital in Germany, 
told The Associated Press. 

“Our goal is to eradicate the stigma,” he 
said. “We’re not there yet.” 

Encouraging more soldiers to seek help, 
and training leaders to spot signs of trou- 
ble, have taken on new urgency since the 
fatal shooting of five U.S. servicemembers 
at a counseling center at Baghdad’s Camp 
Liberty. 

Army Sgt. John M. Russell has been 
charged with five counts of murder. He was 


Petraeus addresses VMI graduates 
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finishing his third tour in Iraq and had been 
ordered to seek counseling at the center, the 
Army said. 

Combat stress is common in every war 
— including “battle fatigue” cases in World 
War IT and the lasting trauma still suffered 
by thousands of veterans of the Vietnam 
conflict. 

What makes the current conflicts differ- 
ent are the frequent, repeating rotations. 
Most soldiers spent just one or two assign- 
ments in Vietnam, but many American 
soldiers and Marines are on their third or 
fourth tours in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

Units return home to the United States 
or Germany, only to begin soon preparing 
for their next deployment, adding strains 
on both the soldiers and their families. 

Military officials insist they are keenly 
aware of the growing stress problem in the 
ranks and are moving quickly to expand 
counseling facilities not only in war zones 
but at bases in the U.S. and Europe for 
troops who return from the fighting. 

Set. 1st Class Gary Frey, 36, on his sec- 
ond tour of Iraq, said the Army does not 
consider it a bad mark against a soldier if 
the soldier seeks counseling. But going to a 
combat stress center “may be viewed as a 
weakness by individuals,” he said. 

“We are alpha males in the infantry,” he 
said.

The victim of a shooting at a 
combat stress clinic in Camp Lib- 
erty had sought counseling there 
partly because Mother’s Day 
made him feel the recent loss of 
his mother, a commander said. 

Spc. Jacob Barton, 20, “sim- 
ply desired to talk with someone 
trained to listen,” said Lt. Col. 
Matthew Zajac, 46th Engineer 
Combat Battalion. 

Zajac spoke during a crowded 
memorial service for Barton held 
Thursday at the Camp Liberty 
chapel. 

Officials say Barton was also 
dealing with the stresses of a new 
career and his first deployment. 

Barton, a construction equip- 
ment mechanic, was one of five 
people killed on May 4 when Sgt. 
John M. Russell allegedly opened 





fire at the 
center. 

Barton 
was “very 
innocent. 
He was just 
a boy — still 
a kid,” Set. 
Alexis Her- 
nandez, 
Barton’s 
squad _lead- 
er with the 
277th Engi- 
neer Company, said during the 
service. 

“We finally got him to start 
standing up for himself and he 
was really starting to develop,” 
he was quoted as saying in a news 
release. “Wish he could’ve expe- 
rienced so much more in life.” 

His friends said his small-town 
upbringing in Lenox, Mo., and his

kind heart made him seem a bit 
sheltered and innocent. 

He “often found himself being 
tricked by his peers because of 
his trusting nature and very lim- 
ited exposure to the corruption 
of the outside world,” Capt. Gor- 
don Robbins, commander of the 
company said during his eulogy. 
“It was his purity and trusting 
nature that allowed him to take 
the pranks without ever holding a 
grudge against his buddies.” 

Barton with stationed with the 
955th Engineer Company, based 
in Fort Leonard Wood, Mo., but 
deployed with the 277th. 

Spc. Daniel Castillo, a close 
friend of Barton, was quoted as 
saying, “He was just a simple guy, 
didn’t complain about this or that, 
and always tried his best. It’s just 
as simple as that.” 


Global warming seminar at Misawa generates debate

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MISAWA AIR BASE, Japan — A semi- 
nar on global warming Friday sparked a 
lively debate at Misawa. 

One of the roughly 60 people in at- 
tendance seemed to sum it up with one 
thought: “It’s not all cut and dry,” he said of 
the complex and often controversial issue. 

Clinical neuropsychologist Kirk L. Rowe 
presented “The Psychology of Global 
Warming” for the University of Maryland 
University College-Asia. He subtitled his 
presentation, “The train has left the station 
... are you on it?” 

An Air Force officer and senior member 
of the medical community, Rowe stressed 
he was providing his viewpoints, and 
wasn’t speaking for the service or his com- 
mand Friday. 

As a professional who often helps people 
through change, Rowe is interested in how 


an entire culture must change a mind-set. 

Despite the “plethora of evidence,” on 
the phenomenon of global warming, Rowe 
said, there are too many people who “don’t 
really want to buy a ticket and get on the 
train.” 

Rowe began by providing background 
on the issue, pointing out that the first 
warning came in 1896, with some claim- 
ing that burning fossil fuels would lead to 
global warming. He also showed a slide 
of solar panels placed on the roof of the 
White House in the 1970s and pointed out 
that the United States has not ratified the 
Kyoto Protocol — a United Nations effort 
to reduce greenhouse gasses. 

Many developing nations look at America 
as the ideal nation, he said. But Americans, 
only 5 percent of the world’s population, 
use 25 percent of the world’s energy re- 
sources, he said. 

And when the United Nations Frame- 
work Convention on Climate Change 


meets in Copenhagen later this year, offi- 
cials would not be arguing whether global 
warming is a reality, he said. 

Instead, he said, they’ll be asking, “How 
are we going to prevent, mitigate and adapt 
to this problem as best we can?” 

After his presentation, several members 
of the audience took turns asking questions 
— and at times, answering each other. 

One man asked Rowe if Americans 
should stop thinking in terms of leading, 
and maybe start following some of the 
other nations who have been more proac- 
tive on the issue. America is “into being 
No. 1,” Rowe said. “We can follow for sure. 
Maybe we could lead a little bit too.” 

Another participant said global warm- 
ing is going to cause more war — as pre- 
cious resources like fertile land and water 
become increasingly scarce. 

One woman’s thought that more people 
should go vegetarian prompted a quick 
question by another in the crowd. Did she 


eat only organic vegetables? he asked. If 
not, she might actually being doing the en- 
vironment more harm than good. 

One woman wanted to know where the 
middle ground stands between personal 
effort and the goals of an entire nation 
so Misawa residents could “carry on the 
fight” after Rowe moves from Misawa 
later this year. 

“Do we need paper towels in the bath- 
rooms,” was his quick response. Light sen- 
sors in the workspaces are another good 
start, he said lauding the base for the work 
that’s been done to date. 

One audience member asked what the 
real threat was with global warming. 

Increasingly intense hurricanes, rain 
falling at a faster rate, less snow, changing 
industries — and worse, Rowe warned. 

“Nature always bats last,” he said. 
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Strategy: “That’s what we're facing today:

The Afghans are good people, Savusa said. Yet the 
harsh treatment of women there unsettles even such 
a seasoned warrior. “It tears me up inside to see it,” 
Savusa said. 


Building up 

Stringfellow will likely spend her year on Kanda- 
har air base, one of the largest bases in the country 
and getting bigger by the day. But most troops will 
pass through Kandahar on the way to forward oper- 
ating bases, temporary patrol bases and observation 
posts in the south and up high in the Hindu Kush, 
kilometers from the Pakistan border. 

Amenities are not included. 

“You’ve got force protection, you’ve got chow. 
What more do you need? You don’t need a Pizza 
Hut,” said Sgt. Maj. Brendan Durkan, while touring 
Forward Operating Base Joyce and other bases in 
eastern Afghanistan along with Savusa earlier this 
month. 

“This is aS real as it gets,” Durkan continued. 
“Feeling fresh air. Knowing somebody is watching 
us right now. God bless ‘em.” 

FOB Joyce had once been home to a company; 
now a battalion from the 10th Mountain Division 
had moved in. 

Savusa viewed an MRAP that had driven over a 
roadside bomb. No one inside was injured in the blast, 
he was told, but the vehicle was out of commission. 

In fact, three MRAPs were down after hitting 
bombs. 

“T could fix all three of them,” Chief Warrant Of- 
ficer 2 Curtis Russell told Savusa. “But we can’t get 
parts.” 

Savusa said he knew that getting parts and equip- 
ment was a problem — caused in part by Afghan- 
istan’s minimal infrastructure, and in part by the 
fact that troops were wanted on the ground so quick- 
ly their equipment would have to catch up. 

But unlike Defense Secretary Robert Gates, 
who’s been troubled by equipment shortfalls and 
lengthy procurement processes, Savusa seemed to 
see it more or less as a hiccup. “We knew we’d have 
to continue to build,” he said. “But we needed the 
troops there now. Today, right now with the plus-up, 
I don’t think there’s anything I’m displeased with,” 
he said. “I’m very optimistic.” 

It’s Savusa’s third time in Afghanistan. On his 
previous tour, he said, he felt discouraged. “I was 
disappointed,” he said. “I did not see the progress 
people were hoping for.” 

The reason, he said: “Iraq gets what it wants. Af-

ghanistan learns to do without. It’s been like that for 
the last eight years.” 

“We came here in 2001, and we pushed out the 
Taliban across the border, limping and everything 
else. But we changed focus in 2003. 

“After the (Afghan) presidential election, things 
were very hopeful in 2004,” Savusa said. “You could 
see how much the people wanted it. Unfortunately 
that did not pan out. Those that got into government 
did not help the people.... It just turned the people 
away. It gave the Taliban an opportunity to grow 
from within,” Savusa said. “That’s what we’re fac- 
ing today: it’s a local insurgency loosely tied to al- 
Qaida and heavily funded by poppy.” 


Needs 


At FOB Monti, 1st Sgt. Harold Hill had been up 
much of the night before as part of a quick reaction 
force. They had responded to a call from an obser- 
vation post — staffed with 22 Afghans, four Latvi- 
ans and three Americans — that had come under 
heavy fire from all directions by an estimated 200 
insurgents. 

Hill’s biggest problem on base, he said, was hav- 
ing four latrines for up to 180 men. A KBR contrac- 
tor who’d visited the day before told Hill he’d get 
more toilets out as soon as he could, but all the bases 
that were now expanding needed things. 

“As long as there are plans (to get the latrines) — 
it’s staying on track,” Savusa said. “Make sure you 
stay on their backs.” 

Savusa asked whether Hill’s soldiers were meet- 
ing with local elders and whether they were ensur- 
ing that every operation included Afghan forces. 

Hill said his soldiers spend five days at a time 
meeting with local men, then return to the base for 
two, then go out again. 

“TI know we don’t have a lot of troops up here for 
you to hold (territory),” Savusa said. “We’ll have to 
do it with ANA and ANP,” referring to the Afghan 
army and police. 

The Afghan security forces, even more than those 
in Iraq, have been bedeviled by lack of equipment 
and by corruption and incompetence. U.S. officials 
emphasize that the Afghan army is “the most re- 
spected institution in the country,” but say little 
about the police. 

However, an Army captain with the 1st Infantry 
Division who’s been training Afghan police near 
Jalalabad for the past six months didn’t hold back. 

“They’re awful,” he said.

A tense night on patrol

KABUL — It was a routine 
foot patrol. The soldiers in their 
night-vision goggles and body 
armor went single file from 
Camp Phoenix outside the wire, 
though darkening fields, beside 
houses, over ledges, through 
mud and sewage and to the right 
of a stinking stream called for 
obvious reasons “Shit Creek.” 

They were vigilant and 
stealthy, communicating with 
hand signals. 

Dogs barked, crickets chirped 
and bad odors wafted. An Af- 
ghan man occasionally passed 
by, wraithlike in the dusk. 

Several of the soldiers of Com- 
pany D, 634th Logistics Task 
Force, assigned to the 33rd Bri- 
gade Combat Team, had volun- 
teered for the presence patrol. 

Although someone had re- 
cently tried to lob a grenade 
over the fence, no one had 
threatened a foot patrol in the 
past six months. 

“The people have never been 


rude to us,” said squad leader 
Staff Sgt. Henry Baez Jr., an 
Illinois native and National 
Guardsman who goes by “Jay,” 
and plans on a career as a leg- 
islator. “They’re just a few hun- 
dred years behind us.” 

“IT wouldn’t say a bad thing 
about them. Except for the ado- 
lescent boys. We don’t get along 
with the adolescent boys.” 

Adolescent boys, part of Af- 
ghanistan’s traditionally misog- 
ynistic culture, routinely make 
obscene remarks to female sol- 
diers on patrol. But none were 
about, and the patrol continued 
on silently. 

The soldiers crossed one high- 
way — the most dangerous part 
of the patrol, their squad leader 
had told them in their briefing, 
where in the past it had been 
necessary to shoot “a ton of 
dogs” and at two cars — without 
incident. True, the lieutenant 
had tripped and fallen, twice. 
But noted Baez, “That was good 
for morale.”

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Militants ambush patrol at Afgh

ALIABAD, Afghanistan — The bearded 
Afghan army officer dropped off bundles of 
pens and notebooks at the school and asked 
one boy which he preferred: The Ameri- 
cans or the Taliban? 

“T don’t know,” the boy replied. But after 
a short silence other children in the class- 
room answered for him: “The Taliban.” 

Within minutes the discussion was punc- 
tuated by an insurgent ambush and the 
joint U.S.-Afghan patrol became pinned 
down in this area with forested mountains, 
caves and ravines that American soldiers 
call “the Valley of Death.” 

Heavy machine-gun fire blanketed the 
patrol as troops used smoke grenades and 
cover fire to escape the ambush. No one 
in the patrol was killed in the firefight 
Saturday. 

The Korengal Valley in eastern Afghan- 
istan’s Kunar province has a reputation as 
one of most dangerous areas in the coun- 
try, where its rugged mountainous terrain 
makes it a perfect insurgent playground. 

The region’s infamy for U.S. and Afghan 
troops dates back to June 2005, when a 
four-man team of Navy SEALs was caught 
in a militant ambush. Three were killed 
and the fourth was rescued days later by a 
farmer. 

A helicopter carrying American special 
forces sent to rescue the SEALs was shot 
down with a rocket-propelled grenade, kill- 
ing 16 American troops in one of the deadli- 
est single attacks on the U.S. military since 
the war began here in 2001.

Since then, the insurgents have used the 
cover of caves and trees to attack small 
American units patrolling the valley. De- 
spite years of clashes and airstrikes, U.S. 
and Afghan forces have failed to subdue the 
Korengal Valley — one of the most staunch- 
ly anti-American regions in Afghanistan. 

The tribes here speak a distinct language 
— Korengali — and adhere to the austere 
Wahabi brand of Islam most prevalent in 
Saudi Arabia, and practiced by Osama bin 
Laden and the Taliban. 


The Saturday gunbattle erupted follow- 
ing a humanitarian mission to deliver 60 
bags of school supplies to the students, aged 
5 to 12 years old. 

An Associated Press news team embed- 
ded with the U.S. troops dashed back to 
the American military base nearby on dirt 
trails. It was unclear what happened to the 
students after the joint patrol retreated.

So awful, he said, that when the 
police chief learned that he was 
being removed for corruption, 
he vowed to kill the U.S. Army 
captain. 

And when police clear poppy 
fields, “It’s all for show,” said 
the captain, who declined to be 
named because he was not autho- 
rized to speak to the press. 

“They’1l do one field where they 
haven’t been paid off. Or they go 
with a stick and they just whisk 
the top off the bulbs. It’s like cut- 
ting off the heads of tulips.” 

“Corruption is all over the 
place.” 


Stay and fight 
At FOB Fortress, a weekly ba- 


zaar was just shutting down. Set. 
Joseph Ferry had bought some 
trinkets for his girlfriend. He 
said he tries to buy something 
every week to help out the local 
economy. 

But, as the FOB mayor, he had 
to ban the hookah sales. 

“We didn’t want to tempt the 
soldiers,” he said. 

Ferry was deployed to FOB 
Fortress once before and was re- 
turned there by design. “It’s nice 
because we already know the 
area,” Ferry said. “We interact 
with the locals very well.” 

The soldiers had recently rein- 
stalled windows in a girls’ school, 
he said, after a rocket attack. 

Savusa gathered _ soldiers 
around the base’s 105 mm how- 
itzer, which had been fired 2,348 


times in the last few months. He 
emphasized the importance of 
showing the Afghans respect. 

“We’re not stopping civilian ve- 
hicles from passing our convoys. 
Let the people go through,” he 
said. “Don’t (push) vehicles off 
the road. When that happens, we 
just send out a message: We are 
here to occupy your country. 

“We’re not here to do that. 
We’re here to help. We’re not 
going to leave until their govern- 
ment tells us to do so.” 

Then he offered a pep talk. 
“Down south, they fight and run,” 
he said of insurgents. “Here, they 
tend to stay and fight. And that’s 
OK. You were trained to do that 
as well.”

The patrol prepared to again 
cross a busy road at the end of 
the mission just meters away 
from their base. A soldier sent 
to stop traffic saw that a certain 
vehicle appeared not to be stop- 
ping. So he fired a rifle shot into 
the car’s grill. 

The car, still some distance 
away, came to a screeching 
halt. 

Baez approached. The driver 
was unhurt. Even the radiator 
seemed OK. 

Baez asked through an in- 
terpreter why the man hadn’t 
stopped when he saw the soldier 
in the road waving his arms. 
Confusion, the Afghan man 
replied. 

Apologies and handshakes 
were exchanged, and the man 
drove off. 

Next up, his soldiers. Baez re- 
assured them that their actions 
had been correct, it was proper 
to fire, they must not hesitate 
to protect themselves. “You 
did the right thing,” he said. 
“You stopped the vehicle. ... Our 
lives have been in danger three 
times. Three times we fired. 
Today was day three.” 

But after the soldiers scat- 
tered, Baez confided, “This is a 
nightmare for me.” 

He wondered why he hadn’t 
seen a tracer round and 
hoped to God the bullet hadn’t 
ricocheted. 

Baez, whose squad had been 
on more than 250 patrols since 
arriving in December, and who 
had himself been on three mis-

sions that day, was looking at a 
long night, with reams of paper- 
work. He was looking at having 
to explain to superiors why one 
of his soldiers fired on a car. 

The incident illustrates the 
tension for sergeants to some- 
how find the right balance 
between counter-insurgency 
techniques designed to respect 
and protect Afghans, while also 
ensuring that their own troops 
are not unnecessarily endan- 
gered — and while performing 
patrols the way they’ve been 
taught, single file, spaced apart. 

Soldiers now coming into 
Afghanistan are counseled 
repeatedly to act less like oc- 
cupiers and more like respect- 
ful guests. Don’t force vehicles 
off the road, they’re told. Allow 
vehicles to pass your convoys. 
Don’t knock men’s turbans off 
their heads. 

Sometimes it sounds easier 
than it is, and troops feel caught 
in-between. 

“This isn’t a war,” said one. 
“It’s PR central.” 

When Command Set. Maj. Iu- 
niasolua Savusa, the top enlist- 
ed soldier in Afghanistan, heard 
about the squad’s eventful foot 
patrol, he was not a happy man. 
In fact, he put his face in his 
hands and shook his head. 

“We don’t shoot at vehicles,” 
Savusa said. “Yes, they’re sup- 
posed to defend themselves if 
threatened. But crossing the 
street? You stand and wait. Find 
a crosswalk. Present yourself 
like you are here to help.”

ISLAMABAD — A Pakistani military offensive 
against Taliban fighters near the Afghan border has 
killed more than 1,000 suspected insurgents and 
“will continue till the last Taliban are flushed out,” 
a top official said Sunday. 

Interior Minister Rehman Malik, speaking after 
visiting Pakistanis displaced by the battle, also 
wouldn’t rule out extending the operation in the 
Swat Valley and surrounding areas to other parts of 
the northwest where al-Qaida and the Taliban have 
long thrived. 

It was not possible to independently verify the fig- 
ures provided by Malik because the territories bom- 
barded over the past three weeks are too dangerous 
for journalists to freely roam. An army statement 
Sunday afternoon said 25 militants and a soldier had 
died in the previous 24 hours of the operation, and 
that security forces had surrounded and entered 
two key towns in Swat. 

Malik’s comments appeared designed to show 
resolve amid intense U.S. pressure on Islamabad 
to clear al-Qaida and Taliban havens along the bor- 
der region, strongholds that threaten Afghan-based 
U.S. and NATO troops and nuclear-armed Pakistan 
itself. 

“The operation is going in the right direction as 
we had planned,” Malik said in a televised news 
conference from Mardan, a district hosting several 
relief camps for some of the nearly 1 million peo- 
ple turned refugees. “People wish to go back. That 
is what the government also wants. I cannot give a 
time but we will try [to complete the operation] at 
the earliest.” 

The Taliban’s ability to overrun Swat, once of 
Pakistan’s premier tourist destinations, had proved 
particularly embarrassing to the Pakistani military 
and the weak civilian government. 

Many of the main militant safe havens, however,

are in Pakistan’s semiautonomous tribal areas, with 
South Waziristan serving as the primary base for 
Pakistani Taliban chief Baitullah Mehsud. 

Britain’s Sunday Times reported that Pakistani 
President Asif Ali Zardari said military action 
would follow in the tribal belt. 

“We’re going to go into Waziristan, all these re- 
gions, with army operations,” the newspaper quoted 
Zardari as saying in an interview. “Swat is just the 
start. It’s a larger war to fight.” 

Zardari’s spokesmen could not immediately be 
reached Sunday. Malik did not respond directly 
when asked about a potential extension. 

“Wherever the government requires an opera- 
tion, we will, God willing, do that,” he said. 

The operation has involved fighting in the Lower 
Dir and Buner districts that dates back to last month, 
but the offensive began in full force in Swat in May. 

Of the nearly 1 million civilians who have fled the 
affected areas, about 100,000 are now staying in re- 
lief camps. The military has warned that some mili- 
tants are trying to flee as well, some after shaving 
off their beards to blend in with refugees. 

The army statement Sunday said security forces 
were battling militants on the outskirts of Swat’s 
main town, Mingora, where many of the estimated 
4,000 Taliban fighters in the valley are believed to 
be holed up. 

It said security forces had surrounded and en- 
tered the towns of Matta and Kanju to take on the 
militants, and it requested civilians still in those 
areas to stay away from the Taliban hide-outs. It 
also said troops were making gains in the remote 
Piochar area, the rear base of Swat Taliban leader 
Maulana Fazlullah. 

The military does not explain how it differenti- 
ates civilian from militant killings, and it has not 
released a civilian death toll, but witnesses have re- 
ported many innocent people have been wounded or 
killed.

Car bomb kills police officer 
near governor’s home in Mosul

BAGHDAD — As President 
Barack Obama argues that releas- 
ing photos of U.S. soldiers abusing 
detainees could incite violence 
against American troops abroad, 
one prominent Iraqi leader called 
for their publication while others 
cast doubt on the U.S. administra- 
tion’s dire warnings. 

Far from dominating the news 
the way it did in Washington on 
Wednesday, the photo contro- 
versy has attracted almost no at- 
tention from Iraqi news media. 
Even in Baghdad neighborhoods 
known as insurgent hotbeds, resi- 
dents reacted to news of the pho- 
tos with a collective shrug. 

Mohammed al-Darraji, 32, who 
lives in Sadr City, the sprawl- 
ing, impoverished Shiite Muslim 
neighborhood that saw some of 
the bloodiest clashes between 
local militias and U.S. forces, was 
unfazed. 

Al-Darraji didn’t know there 
were more pictures of abuse by 
U.S. soldiers at the Abu Ghraib 
prison outside Baghdad until a re- 
porter told him on Friday, and he 
doubted that their release would 
lead to more attacks. 

“Nothing would happen,” he 
said. “This is a very old issue, and 
we Iraqis have seen much worse 
than just photos.” 

Dozens of Sadr City residents 
were killed by a spate of bomb- 
ings in public markets just last 


month. 

Harith al-Obaidi, the head of 
the largest Sunni Muslim bloc in 
Iraq’s parliament and the deputy 
chairman of the Committee on 
Human Rights, also shrugged off 
the Obama administration’s con- 
cerns over the photos. 

Al-Obaidi called on Obama to 
release the photos and hold any 
perpetrators of abuse publicly 
accountable. 

Keeping the pictures secret 
will only bolster suspicions that 
the American government is try- 
ing to suppress evidence of more 
widespread abuse, he said. 

The desire to protect U.S. sol- 
diers should be weighed against 
the need to show the world that 
America doesn’t condone such 
behavior by its troops, al-Obaidi 
said. 

On Wednesday, Obama re- 
versed himself on an earlier 
promise to release the photos. 

He said he had changed his 
mind after seeing them and after 
hearing from military command- 
ers that the photos would inflame 
passions in Iraq and Afghanistan, 
putting American soldiers at 
greater risk. 

“The publication of these pho- 
tos would not add any additional 
benefit to our understanding of 
what was carried out in the past 
by a small number of individu- 
als,” the president said at a White 
House briefing.

BAGHDAD — A car bomb 
went off Sunday near the gover- 
nor’s residence in the turbulent 
northern city of Mosul, killing a 
policeman and wounding three 
civilians, hours after a lone gun- 
man shot dead a prison officer in 
the city center, according to po- 
lice officials. 

It was not immediately clear 
whether Atheel al-Nujeifi, gover- 
nor of Ninevah province, was the 
target of the bomb. 

He was not at his residence in 
the Dawasa neighborhood at the 
time of the blast, said the offi- 
cials, who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because they were not 
authorized to share the informa- 
tion with the media. 

The bomb was in a car parked 
about 100 yards away from his 
home, suggesting it was meant to 
be detonated when the governor’s 
convoy drove past, a tactic widely 


used by Iraqi insurgents. 

The officials said a policeman 
was killed in the blast and three 
civilians were wounded. 

Earlier Sunday, a gunman 
killed an off-duty prison officer 
in Mosul, 225 miles northwest of 
Baghdad. A police statement said 
the victim was a 1st lieutenant in 
his 20s who served at Badoosh 
prison on the city’s outskirts. The 
gunman got out of a car, opened 
fire on the officer and then fled, 
it said. 

The statement from the provin- 
cial police command did not give 
a motive for the shooting. 

Some 2,000 Kurds, mean- 
while, staged a demonstration in 
Sheekhan, an area about 30 miles 
east of Mosul, to demand its an- 
nexation to the self-ruled Kurdish 
region. Sheekhan has a Kurdish 
majority. 
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Abducted boy is reunited 


with mother in California 


3-year-old found roaming streets in Mexico town

SAN BERNARDINO, Calif. 
— A 3-year-old boy kidnapped 
nearly two weeks ago was in good 
spirits after he was found in Mex- 
ico and reunited with his mother, 
the sheriff said. 

The boy, Briant Rodriguez, un- 
derwent physical and emotional 
evaluations at a local hospital Sat- 
urday after returning from the 
Mexican border town of Mexica- 
li, where he was found wandering 
the streets. He was expected to 
return home after the checkup. 

The reunion earlier in the day 
between Briant and his mother, 
Maria Rosalina Millan, ended 
an ordeal that began May 3 when 
two armed men who burst into his 
family’s San Bernardino home 
and tied up his family, authorities

said. 

“T’ve been doing this for 30 
years. I’m not saying it doesn’t 
happen ... but the odds of finding 
him safe and alive — the odds of 
finding him alive — went down 
every day,’ San Bernardino 
County Sheriff Rod Hoops said. 
“Our detectives never gave up.” 

Mother and son were brought 
together Saturday in Calexico, 
Calif.,a day after Mexican author- 
ities told their U.S. counterparts 
they’d found a boy who could be 
Briant in neighboring Mexicali, 
sheriff’s Lt. Rick Ells said. 


Ells said a municipal police of- 
ficer in Mexicali found the boy 
wandering the streets by himself 
late Thursday. 

The officer initially thought the 
child was from the neighborhood 
and took him to several houses 
seeking his family before leaving 
him in child protective custody, 
Ells said. 

Hoops did not know how long 
Briant had been left alone in 
Mexicali, but said he appeared 
unharmed and was in good spir- 
its. His long curly locks had been 


shaved off. 

Hoops said authorities believed 
they were closing in on at least 
two men suspected in the abduc- 
tion when the boy was found. 

“We identified some suspects,” 
he said. “I can’t specifically say 
if the suspects let him go or if 
he wandered away, but I have to 
think the suspects let him go.” 

Millan said two men burst into 
her modest, home east of Los An- 
geles on May 3, tied up the family, 
stole money and other property 
then left with her youngest child. 


More Hubble repairs completed

HOUSTON — Spacewalkers’ specially designed 
tools couldn’t dislodge a balky bolt interfering with 
repairs Sunday at the Hubble Space Telescope. So 
they took an approach more familiar to people put- 
tering around down on Earth: brute force. 

And it worked. But it set spacewalkers so far be- 
hind that they couldn’t get all their tasks done. 

Atlantis astronaut Michael Massimino couldn’t re- 
move one bolt attaching a hand rail to the outside of a 
scientific instrument he needed to fix. The rail had to 
be removed or at least bent out of the way. 

That was only the beginning of a hard-luck day. The 
balky bolt and other tiny problems put spacewalkers 
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so far behind schedule that they had to abandon the 
second part of their spacewalk: replacing some worn 
insulation on the telescope. 

Still, the marathon spacewalk by Massimino and 
Michael Good took so long — just more than eight 
hours — that it was the sixth longest U.S. spacewalk 
and a few minutes longer than the one Friday. 

Three of the four Hubble spacewalks so far this 
mission have been delayed by niggling problems, like 
stubborn bolts and objects that wouldn’t fit. A fifth 
and final spacewalk is set for Monday. 

Astronauts John Grunsfeld and Andrew Feustel 
will not only pick up some of their work Monday, 
but they will be the last people to touch the 19-year- 
old observatory. On Tuesday, Atlantis will release 
Hubble.

Mexico border initiative 
yields cash, few guns

NOGALES, Ariz. — Hawks 
circle above the lines of traffic 
at the hot, arid border crossing 
into Mexico. Sagebrush catches 
clothes tossed by fence climb- 
ers. Three curious, dusty horses 
watch the federal agents tapping 
on car windows, opening trunks, 
looking for contraband. 

“We’re sucking up a lot of ex- 
haust out here,’ supervisory 
Customs and Border Protection 
officer Edith Serrano said, shrug- 
ging in her uniform. 

President Barack Obama this 
spring promised his Mexican 
counterpart, Felipe Calderon, 
that the United States would fight 
two of the biggest contributions 
U.S. residents make to the drug 
cartels Calderon has vowed to 
eradicate: cash and weapons, the 
latter hard to come by in Mexico. 

For the past five weeks, hun- 
dreds of agents participating in a 
newly intensified $95 million out- 
bound inspection program have 
been stepping into southbound 
traffic lanes, stopping suspicious- 
looking cars and trucks. 

The Associated Press fanned 
out to the busiest crossings along 
the Mexican border — San Diego, 
Nogales, El Paso and Laredo — to 
see how effective the inspections 
are. 

The findings? Wads of U.S. cur- 


rency headed for Mexico, wedged 
into car doors, stuffed under mat- 
tresses, taped onto torsos, were 
sniffed out by dogs, seized by 
agents and locked away for possi- 
ble investigations. No guns were 
found as the reporters watched; 
they rarely are. 

“T do not believe we can even 
make a dent in [southbound 
smuggling] because that assumes 
the cartels are complete idiots, 
which they’re not. Why in the 
world would they try to smuggle 
weapons and currency through 
a checkpoint when there are so 
many other options?” said Border 
Patrol Agent T.J. Bonner, presi- 
dent of the agents’ union. 

According to CBP, between 
March 12 and April 30 officers 
seized: 

m@ Fifty-one pieces of ammuni- 
tion, weapons parts and guns, a 
fraction of the 2,000 weapons the 
Mexican government estimates 
are smuggled south every day. 

@ $12 million in cash, less than 
one-tenth of 1 percent of the $17 
billion to $39 billion the U.S. Jus- 
tice Department estimates is ille- 
gally sent to Mexico annually, but 
more than the $10 million seized 
in outbound checks in 2008. 

m@ Sixty-one people on charges 
involving weapons or currency 
offenses and on _ outstanding 
warrants. 
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Obama speech greeted by cheers, protests 


President calls for ‘fair-minded words’ during Notre Dame commencement address

SOUTH BEND, Ind. — Presi- 
dent Barack Obama _§ strode 
head-on Sunday into the stormy 
abortion debate and told gradu- 
ates at America’s leading Roman 
Catholic university that both 
sides must stop demonizing one 
another. 

Obama _ acknowledged _ that 
“no matter how much we want 
to fudge it ... the fact is that at 
some level, the views of the two 
camps are irreconcilable.” But 
he still implored the University 
of Notre Dame’s graduating class 
and all in the U.S. to stop “reduc- 
ing those with differing views to 
caricature. Open hearts. Open 
minds. Fair-minded words. It’s a 
way of life that always has been 
the Notre Dame tradition.” 

One of the noisiest contro- 
versies of his young presidency 
flared after Obama, who sup- 
ports abortion rights but says 
the procedure should be rare, 
was invited to speak at the school 
and receive an honorary degree. 
“T do not suggest that the debate 
surrounding abortion can or 
should go away,” the president 
said. 

The Rev. John Jenkins, Notre 
Dame’s_ president, introduced 
Obama and praised the president 
for not being “someone who stops 
talking to those who disagree with 
him.” Jenkins said too little atten- 
tion has been paid to Obama’s 
decision to speak at an institution 
that opposes his abortion policy. 

Ahead of Obama’s speech, at 
least 27 people were arrested on 
trespassing charges from pro- 
tests outside the university, police 
said.

More than half held signs, 
some declaring “Shame on Notre 
Dame” and “Stop Abortion Now” 
to express their anger over Notre 
Dame’s invitation to Obama, say- 
ing the university had lost touch 
with its Catholic roots. 

On campus, Obama entered 
the arena to thunderous ap- 
plause and a standing ova- 
tion from many in the crowd 
of 12,000. But as the president 
began his commencement ad- 
dress, at least three protesters 
interrupted it. One yelled, “Stop 
killing our children.” 

The graduates responded by 
chanting “Yes we can,” the slo- 
gan that became synonymous 
with Obama’s presidential cam- 
paign. Obama seemed unfazed, 
saying Americans must be able to 
deal with things that make them 


800 first responders stage 
disaster drill in New York

NEW YORK — More than 800 
first responders have staged a 
disaster drill at the World Trade 
Center PATH station. 

The mock explosion happened 
Sunday morning in the PATH 
tunnel linking lower Manhat- 
tan to New Jersey. Hundreds of 
firefighters, police officers and 
members of other New York City 
agencies took part in the drill. 

They secured the scene and 


then brought the pretend victims 
out of the tunnel. 

The 150 volunteers playing 
victims wore makeup simulating 
blood and grime. 

Officials bought TV ads and 
plastered train stations with post- 
ers to warn downtown residents 
of the drill. There haven’t been as 
many responders at ground zero 
since the Sept. 11 attacks. 

PATH rail service was sus- 
pended Sunday morning during 
the drill. 
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“uncomfortable.” 

The president ceded no ground 
on abortion.

“Seeing us being portrayed na- 
tionally as radical conservative 
has been really tough,” she said.

TOKYO — Japanese health of- 
ficials confirmed dozens of new 
cases of swine flu in waves of an- 
nouncements Sunday, as the gov- 
ernment shut down schools and 
canceled community activities in 
affected cities. 

Japan now has at least 78 cases, 
most of them teenagers. 

Health officials confirmed 
some 70 domestic swine flu pa- 
tients over the weekend. All tested 
positive for the H1N1 virus and 
were recovering in local hospitals 
or their homes. 

Health and Welfare Ministry 
official Haruki Ogawa said the 
number could rise quickly with 
results on more viral sample tests 
imminently pending. 

Hospitals have set up special 
“fever clinics” to separate possi- 
ble swine flu carriers from other

outpatients. 

Local governments established 
hot lines to guide people with flu 
symptoms. Newspapers also pub- 
lished graphics explaining the 
proper ways to wash hands and 
garegle. 

The news of the rapid spread 
of the virus at schools came a day 
after Japan confirmed its first 
domestic case of swine flu in an- 
other student in the western port 
city of Kobe, about 270 miles west 
of Tokyo. Japan’s first cases were 
believed to have been contracted 
outside the country. 

The government immediately 
ordered schools closed in the af- 
fected areas. 

“We have not determined how 
the virus spread in the region, 


northwestern Japan. 


and we are doing our best to track 
down the route of the infections 
and contain them,” Chief Cabinet 
Secretary Takeo Kawamura said. 

The swine flu epidemic is al- 
ready expected to dominate the 
World Health Organization’s an- 
nual meeting, a five-day event 
that begins Monday in Geneva 
and involves health officials from 
the agency’s 193 member states. 

As of Sunday, the swine flu virus 
— which WHO calls the A (H1N1) 
virus — has sickened at least 8,480 
people in 39 countries, killing 75 
of them, mostly in Mexico. 

Spain and Britain have had the 
highest numbers of cases in Eu- 
rope, reporting 103 and 101 cases 
respectively. Britain announced 


14 new cases on Sunday — with 
11 of those being transmitted in- 
country — people who had not 
traveled to Mexico or the United 
States but became infected from 
others who had the virus. 

A pandemic could be triggered 
if the virus starts to be transmit- 
ted from person to person on a 
large scale outside the Americas, 
WHO experts have said. But it 
would have to jump among peo- 
ple outside schools, hospitals and 
other institutions that typically 
pass on such viruses quickly. 

Chile, meanwhile, reported its 
first case of swine flu, a 32-year- 
old woman who had just arrived 
from the Dominican Republic. All 
passengers on the same Copa Air- 


lines flight with her were being 
told to voluntarily stay at home for 
a few days. 

Three more New York City 
schools will close because of 
swine flu, bringing the current 
total to nine. 

City health officials announced 
Sunday that two Queens public 
schools and one Catholic school 
would close Monday for up to five 
school days. 

Each of the schools had students 
with flu-like illness last week. 

Six schools were closed last 
week after hundreds of students 
became ill with suspected swine 
flu symptoms. An assistant prin- 
cipal at one school remained criti- 
cally ill Sunday. 


Kuwait elects first women in 
historic parliamentary vote

KUWAIT CITY — Kuwaitis elected female 
parliament members for the first time and 
rejected a number of Islamic fundamental- 
ist candidates in a weekend vote that many 
hoped would bring stability to the country’s 
rocky political scene. 

Women gained the right to vote and run for 
office in 2005 but failed in two previous elec- 
tions to win seats in the 50-member parlia- 
ment. Four women were elected in Saturday’s 
vote, according to official results read out by 
judges on state-owned TV on Sunday. 

Kuwait has led the region in giving its peo- 
ple democratic rights. It has an elected parlia- 
ment that wields considerable power, but the 
Cabinet is still chosen and led by a ruling fam- 
ily that holds ultimate power. 

Radical religious politicians have fought 
against extending political rights to women. 
And at the same time, they have pushed for 
full implementation of Islamic law, or Shari- 
ah, in the oil-rich U.S. ally. 

“This is a message that the Kuwaiti society 
has started to move away from such move- 
ments that are based on hatred,” said political 
commentator Sami al-Nisf. 

Many voters also said they were tired of 


years of political upheaval sparked by par- 
liament’s frequent attacks on Cabinet mem- 
bers, which often lead to attempts to impeach 
ministers. 

Saturday’s election was the outcome of one 
such confrontation, which prompted Kuwait’s 
ruler, or emir, to dissolve parliament and call 
the vote, the second time that has happened 
in a year. 

“Frustration with the past two parliaments 
pushed voters to seek change. And here it 
comes in the form of this sweeping victory for 
women,” said one of the women elected, Mas- 
souma al-Mubarak, who was also the coun- 
try’s first female Cabinet minister. 

Her supporters celebrated with fireworks 
and drove her home in a motorcade of honk- 
ing cars like Kuwaitis normally do after 
weddings. 

The 62-year-old political science teacher, 
who once complained that she could not vote 
while her male students could, scored the 
most votes in her district. 

All of the female winners have Ph.D.s from 
the United States. 

Among them is economist and women’s 
rights activist Rola Dashti, who battled in 
court for political rights for Kuwaiti women 
years before the legislature approved the suf- 
frage bill.

The other two women are education profes- 
sor Salwa al-Jassar and philosophy professor 
Aseel al-Awadhi. 

Newspaper columnist Al-Nisf said the win 
by female candidates was an achievement to 
be proud of not only in Kuwait but around the 
region. 

“They made it without organized political 
parties supporting them or a quota system. 
This is a huge leap forward for Kuwait’s de- 
mocracy,” he said. 
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sri Lankan 
rebels lay 
down arms

COLOMBO, Sri Lanka — The 
Tamil Tiger rebels admitted de- 
feat in their 25-year-old war with 
the Sri Lankan government Sun- 
day, offering to lay down their 
guns as government forces swept 
across their last strongholds in 
the northeast. 

The government rejected the 
last-ditch call for a cease-fire, 
saying the thousands of civil- 
ians trapped in the war zone all 
have escaped to safety and there 
was no longer any reason to stop 
the battle. The military said the 
remaining guerrillas were still 
fighting. 

With a war that has killed 
more than 70,000 people near- 
ing its end, Sri Lankans poured 
into the streets in spontaneous 
celebration. President Mahinda 
Rajapaksa scheduled a nationally 
televised news conference for 
Tuesday morning at Parliament, 
where he was expected to tell the 
nation the war was over. 

The fate of the Tamil Tigers’ 
top commanders remained un- 
clear, including the whereabouts 
of the reclusive rebel leader Velu- 
pillai Prabhakaran. 

A senior military official said 
troops found the bodies of several 
rebel fighters who had committed 
suicide Sunday when troops sur- 
rounded them. The bodies were 
suspected of being Prabhakaran 
and his deputies, but the military 
was still trying to confirm their 
identities, the official said, speak- 
ing on condition of anonymity. 

“This battle has reached its 
bitter end,” rebel official Sel- 
varasa Pathmanathan said in a 
statement. 

“Tt is our people who are dying 
now from bombs, shells, illness 
and hunger. We cannot permit 
any more harm to befall them. 
We remain with one last choice — 
to remove the last weak excuse of 
the enemy for killing our people. 
We have decided to silence our 


guns.” 
Military spokesman Brig. 
Udaya Nanayakkara said the 


rebels had not laid down their 
weapons. 

“Fighting is still going on in 
small pockets,” he said. 

With most journalists and aid 
workers barred from the war 
zone, it was not possible to verify 
the accounts of either side. 

Troops on Sunday killed at 
least 70 rebels trying to escape 
the 0.4-square mile patch of land 
that government troops have sur- 
rounded, the military said. 

Thousands of Sri Lankans 
danced, set off fireworks and beat 
on drums in celebration Sunday 
after Rajapaksa made an initial 
declaration of victory. “We are 
celebrating a victory against ter- 
rorism,” said Sujeewa Anthonis, a 
32-year-old street hawker. 

“We're relieved to hear that 
all civilians have come out of the 
combat zone,” U.N. spokesman 
Gordon Weiss said.

BUCKDEN, England — Beth Lukawski 
has spent months preparing to give birth 
without her husband, though the idea hasn’t 
gotten any easier to bear over time. 

“T think I’m in denial that this is going to 
happen,” said Lukawski, 35, an Air Force 
spouse who is weeks away from delivering 
her second child while her husband, Capt. 
Michael Lukawski, is deployed to Afghani- 
stan. “As it gets closer, I’m more nervous.” 

Along with raising their 7-year-old daugh- 
ter on her own for the past few months, 
Lukawski was also diagnosed with insulin- 
dependent diabetes a few months ago, which 
makes her pregnancy “high risk.” The com- 
bination has left Lukawski in need of some 
help. 

Enter Caryn Volcheck, a fellow Air Force 
wife who is trained as a doula. 

Derived from the Greek word for a 
“woman of service,’ doulas provide emo- 
tional, physical and informational support 
for women before, during and after child- 





birth. From massages during labor to help 
with breast-feeding afterward, doulas offer 
a range of non-clinical services. 

“We’re not advocates, we help empower 
and support women during childbirth,” said 
Volcheck, who delivered her last child with 
the help of a doula and her husband. 

“Tt was wonderful. I knew she was totally 
100 percent committed to me and the birth, 
and that she wasn’t going to leave and there 
wasn’t going to be a shift change,” Volcheck 
said. “I knew she had my back. And she knew 
I didn’t want drugs and helped me stick to 
that plan. It also took some of the pressure 
off my husband so he could do things like go 
to the bathroom without feeling guilty.” 

Doulas typically develop a birthing plan 
with expectant mothers to gauge the little 
details that they can help control. 

Volcheck, a 39-year-old mother of seven, 
has been helping Lukawski prepare for the 
upcoming birth and will be with her every 
step of the way on the big day. 

“T want her experience to guide me,” said 
Lukawski, who had never heard of a doula 
before meeting Volcheck last fall. 

Lukawski has one special request: she 
wants her newborn to be washed of the am- 
niotic fluid and blood before she is placed on 
her breast. 

“Tt’s my job to say ‘Let’s clean up the baby.’ 
If I know something is important to her, I’m 
going to do my best to make it happen,” 
said Volcheck, who spent a few hours with 
Lukawski last week developing a birthing 
plan. During the session, Volcheck also gave 
Lukawski an inflatable exercise ball and 
showed her some movements to help stay 
comfortable and reposition the baby, who is 
now in the breech position. 

Lukawski was referred to a British hos- 
pital because of the complication with her 
diabetes. It’s just another atypical circum- 
stance that has added to the anxiety of deliv- 
ering without her husband by her side. 

Lukawski said she is relying on Volcheck’s 
“calming presence” to help get her get 
through it. Medical conditions prohibit her 
own mother from coming to England to as- 
sist her, and though she considered going 
back to the U.S. to give birth she didn’t want 
to upset her daughter’s schedule, already 
thrown out of whack with her father away.

that require troops to leave their families for 
extended periods, Lukawski’s predicament 
is not uncommon in military communities 
around the world. 

In fact it’s exactly what’s driving Volcheck 
to host a doula workshop in July. Though the 
process to become a certified doula takes a 
few years, women — and even men - can un- 
dergo the training and begin assisting with 
child births immediately. 

“It’s frustrating to know that these poor 
women went through this without someone,” 
said Volcheck, who has assisted with three 
births as an official doula and eight others 
before she became certified. 

Volcheck is also affiliated with Opera- 
tion Special Delivery, a program geared 
for enlisted families that provides doulas 
for expectant mothers whose husbands are 
deployed. 

“When you’re overseas that comfort is 
really needed when you’re giving birth, es- 
pecially being away from family and your 
security net,” said Angela Torres, a doula 
based at Heidelberg, Germany. “And many 
mothers are so young that having a doula 
really helps alleviate some of the fear they 
have going it to it.” 

Dr. (Maj.) Ngozi Wexler, an ob-gyn, at the 
hospital at RAF Lakenheath, England, said 
doulas are helpful during delivery, particu- 
larly in cases where husbands are absent. 

“It’s always a positive thing to have as 
much support as you can,” said Wexler. 
“Doulas do a great job of adding to what 
nurses provide medically.”

As we head into the warmer 
months, it’s time to kick back in the 
yard with a book and an ice-cold 
glass of water. It’s also time for 
skimpier clothing, which means 
it’s calorie counting time. 

Thankfully, foods like salads and 
granola bars are good for us, right? 
Not so fast. We talked with dieti- 
tian Nora Norback, who works out 
of Kaiser Permanente Richmond 
(Calif.) Medical Center, about some 
treats that pack a caloric punch. 

1. Smoothies: A fruit smoothie 
ordered at a smoothie shop may 
sound healthy, but Norback warns 
that you could be overloading 
yourself with sugar. Plus, most 
people who order smoothies order 
too large a serving size. 

Better choice: A homemade 
fruit smoothie with 12 cups of 
mango, 1 cup of fat-free milk and 1 
cup of fat-free vanilla yogurt. 

2. Granola bars: Granola bars 
are “essentially cookies.” 

Better choice: You can have 
your “cookie,” but you should also 
have it with a glass of regular or 
soy milk or an ounce of cheese for 
a breakfast on the go. This will 
keep you from being hungry later. 

3. Muffins: “Muffins are load- 
ed with fat and sugar and most of 
them are too big,” says Norback. 

Better choice: Split a muffin or 
eat a whole wheat English muffin. 

4. Prepared salads: A store- 
bought prepared egg salad can 
have sinful amounts of mayo in 
it while a macaroni salad can be 
packed with empty calories. 

Better choice: Make your own 
salad with whole grain rice and 
pastas and throw in some extra 
veggies like peppers and celery. 

5. Fat-free frozen yogurt: 
A fat-free dessert, especially a 
dense, heavy frozen yogurt, can 
have about 13 to 21 grams of sugar 
per 2-cup serving. 

Better choice: Fat-free desserts 
that are the best are ones that are 
airy and icy, such as Popsicles.

“With 
the actors you pick, you have to 
ground all that. You have to bring 
the heart. You have to bring real 
people. You have to see something 
behind their eyes. Otherwise, the 
whole thing will just float away like 
a giant balloon. It seemed really 
important to me not to cast comic 
actors but to cast really good ac- 
tors who could do comedy.” 

Next up for Weisz is Alejandro Amenabar’s “Agora,” a 
saga Set in ancient Egypt that premiered at the Cannes 
Film Festival. 


Late this year, Weisz stars in “Lord of the Rings” 

director Peter Jackson’s “The Lovely 

Bones,” adapted from the novel about 

a slain girl watching over her family 
from the afterlife. 


Weisz, 38, who starred with 
Brendan Fraser in the first two 
movies of “The Mummy” 
franchise, turned down 
a chance to reprise the 
role in last year’s third 
installment.

Put experimental cures into the mix

deral approval of new drugs usually 

Pree: jubilant stories about the 

masses that compound will rescue 

from premature death. Seldom seen, how- 

ever, are those who die waiting for phar- 
mo-crats to authorize fresh cures. 

Honor student and homeless-shelter vol- 
unteer Abigail Burroughs was diagnosed 
with head and neck cancer. After she could 
not join a clinical trial, the Food and Drug 
Administration stymied a seven-month 
effort by Burroughs, her parents, and her 
doctor to secure Erbitux, which could have 
helped. Instead, she died in November 
2000 at age 21. 

“When access to the most innovative 
drugs is denied, patients suffer and die,” 
says Bart Madden. “The result is an invis- 
ible graveyard of enormous size.” Madden, 
a policy adviser to Chicago’s free-market 
Heartland Institute, promotes Free-to- 
Choose Medicine, a common-sense reform 
that could stop thousands of preventable 
deaths annually among the terminally ill 
and comfort potentially millions more who 
experience serious ailments. 

Madden outlined this concept on April 25 
at a Los Angeles meeting of the Atlas Eco- 
nomic Research Foundation, with which I 
am a senior fellow: 

™Under physicians’ supervision, seri- 
ously ill patients could take experimental 
pharmaceuticals that had survived Phase I 
FDA safety tests. Once ruled safe, patients 
and doctors could determine drugs’ ef- 
fectiveness, rather than wait years for the 
FDA to make that judgment. 
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mPatients and doctors could consult a 
Tradeoff Evaluation Database, indepen- 
dent of FDA. Test results from others using 
such medicines would foster informed de- 
cisions based on observed risks and re- 
wards of not-yet-approved therapies. 

= Pharmaceutical firms would enjoy sig- 
nificant protection from litigious patients 
dissatisfied with investigational drugs. 

This policy would reduce the stagger- 
ing numbers of sick people who silently 
expire while enduring FDA intransigence. 
Between June 2004, when the pro-reform 
Abigail Alliance championed Tykerb’s 
approval and the FDA’s March 2007 en- 
dorsement of this breast-cancer treatment, 
almost 28,000 women died waiting — about 
equal to 18 sinkings of the Titanic. Tykerb 
could have added eight months to these 
women’s lives. As Abigail Alliance activ- 
ists Ronald Trowbridge and Steven Walker 
wrote in The Wall Street Journal, “Long 
enough, perhaps, to see a child graduate 
from college or get married, or to meet a 
new grandchild.” 

In 2007, the FDA ordered three more 
years of tests on Provengene, a promising 
prostate cancer remedy. Prostate cancer 
kills some 28,600 American men annually. 
Even if FDA approves Provengene next 
year, 85,980 American men will have died 
without being permitted to try it — roughly 
30 times the body count on Sept. 11, 2001. 

Sen. Sam Brownback, R-Kan., and Rep. 
Diane Watson, D-Calif. — the oddest pair 
of political bedfellows alive — want to stop 
this madness. Their Access Act would ac- 
celerate Free-to-Choose Medicine. Con- 
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gress should pass it with all deliberate 
speed. 

Alas, that is not soon enough for Anna 
Tomalis. The soccer-loving Maryland sev- 
enth-grader fought soft-tissue sarcoma. A 
trial treatment called Deforolimus offered 
her some hope. But the FDA decided clini- 
cal-study patients for this drug had to be at 
least 13. Anna, then 12 and a half, sought 
special permission to join the test. By the 
time FDA granted her exemption, she was 
too sick to benefit. She died on Aug. 15. 

This concept would shield people like 
Abigail Burroughs and Anna Tomalis who 
pass away because federal functionaries 
protect them to death from drugs deemed 
more dangerous than the lethal maladies 
that finally kill them. 

“Every American has the right to medi- 
cal self-defense,” says Scott Riccio, found- 
er of Accelerate Progress, which promotes 
Free-to-Choose Medicine. “If an attacker 
breaks into your house, you have the right 
to defend yourself by whatever means nec- 
essary. But if cancer invades your body, 
we allow a faceless, distant bureaucracy to 
say, ‘No, no. You may not use this drug to 
fight for your life.’ How bizarre.” 

The ultimate beauty of this life-saving 
idea is that it also simply, elegantly and in- 
expensively expands individual freedom 
and personal sovereignty: See your doctor. 
Then, if you choose to take an experimen- 
tal drug, do so. If not, don’t.

t’s been fascinating to watch perhaps- 
[ seorto-be-ormer House Speaker 

Nancy Pelosi, D-Calif., dig her political 
erave. 

The first rule of holes is that when you 
find yourself in one, stop digging. But for 
her press conference Thursday, Pelosi 
rented a steam shovel. 

The speaker has been in the forefront 
of those Democrats in Congress who want 
to prosecute former Justice Department 
lawyers who said certain “enhanced in- 
terrogation techniques” used on al-Qaida 
bigwigs were legal. But the CIA released a 
memo indicating she and a member of her 
staff had been briefed on these techniques 
in 2002 and 2003, and she raised no objec- 
tion to them at the time. 

After this memo was made public, the 
thing for Pelosi to do was to quietly let the 
matter drop. If there is nothing you can 
say to make yourself look better, keep your 
mouth shut. 

But instead Pelosi has made a series 
of statements describing what she knew 
when, each different from the one before, 
each more outlandish than its predeces- 
sor. “Her lies are so transparent birds are 
slamming into them,” said Fox News com- 
mentator Andy Levy. 

Thursday’s press conference was a gasp- 
inducing exercise in self-immolation. Pe- 
losi accused the CIA of lying to her. “They 
mislead us all the time,” she said of the 
CIA’s relationship with Congress. 

Alas for San Fran Nan, no other member 
of Congress was willing to back her up. 

When Norah O’Donnell of MSNBC 
asked Sen. Joe Lieberman of Connecticut, 
a fellow Democrat, about that quote, he 


laughed out loud. “On that specific point, 
I totally disagree,” he said. “Over the 20 
years I’ve been here, I’ve been briefed con- 
stantly by the CIA and I’d say they’ve told 
me the truth, as they see it.” 

When asked about Pelosi’s charge, her 
deputy, House Majority Leader Steny 
Hoyer, D-Md., said: “I don’t have a be- 
lief of that nature. ... I don’t draw that 
conclusion.” 

I suspect that in private, Hoyer is enjoy- 
ing watching Pelosi self-destruct. The two 
are not close. They ran against each other 
for speaker after the Democrats took con- 
trol of the House in 2006, and Pelosi then 
opposed Hoyer’s election as majority lead- 
er. She preferred Rep. Jack Murtha, D-Pa. 

But Hoyer and White House Chief of 
Staff Rahm Emanuel are tight as ticks. 
There is little doubt Emanuel would prefer 
to have Hoyer running the House. Pelosi’s 
awareness of this may account for her fool- 
ishness in holding the news conference, 
her nervousness during it, and her [effu- 
sive praise] of President Barack Obama at 
an unrelated news conference earlier. 

The president can’t be happy about Pelo- 
si’s ever-shifting stories, because they cast 
a poor light on his decision to make public 
explicit details of the CIA’s interrogation 
techniques, and because they put more 
pressure on him to make public the memo- 
randa former Vice President Dick Cheney 
says document the effectiveness of those 
techniques. 

On the other hand, Obama has to be 
grateful the news media are focusing 
on Pelosi’s credibility rather than on his 
abrupt change of position about making 
public photographs of the abuse of prison- 
ers at the Abu Ghraib prison in Iraq, or on

trying some of the prisoners at Guantana- 
mo Bay by military commissions. 

A sign Pelosi is about to be thrown under 
the bus could be if more Democrats sup- 
port an Ethics Committee investigation of 
Murtha, whose financial dealings with the 
defense lobbying firm PMA have attracted 
the attention of the FBI. It would go easier 
with the moonbats if Pelosi were dumped 
for condoning corruption than for her hy- 
pocrisy on “torture.” 

In the meantime, Pelosi’s charge the 
CIA has deliberately misled Congress is 
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serious and will have to be investigated. 
This elevates and prolongs the “torture” 
debate, and does so in a way that makes the 
credibility of Pelosi the central issue. This 
is not what Democrats intended when they 
began their witch hunt. 

“The witch hunt has caught the witch,” 
one wag said.

Lawyers werent setting policy, just interpreting it

WASHINGTON 

t is supremely surreal to find oneself 

[sonine sparkling water in a sunny hotel 

courtyard, dispassionately discussing 
the legalities of torture. 

Yet, there we were, an attorney and I, 
poring over memos about waterboarding 
as if they were weekend real estate ads. 
Three bedrooms, two baths, no more than 
40 seconds without breathing, fenced yard, 
a flexible false wall for “walling.” 

The moment was both ironic and gro- 
tesque — a clown’s nose on civilization. 

Our purpose was to examine the memos 
in the context of the growing drumbeat 
for “justice” aimed at federal judge Jay 
Bybee and law professor John Yoo, both 
attorneys who interpreted the law to allow 
waterboarding among other interrogation 
techniques. In the weeks since President 
Barack Obama released the so-called “tor- 
ture memos,” both men have been demon- 
ized for expressing a now-unpopular legal 
opinion. Depending on the outcome of an 
investigation pending in the Justice De- 
partment, the men could face sanctions or, 
in the case of Bybee, impeachment. 

When did we start punishing lawyers 
for producing opinions with which we dis- 
agree? And where does that road lead? 

It is easy now to declare that water- 
boarding is torture. I personally would 
agree, but then, I have a low tolerance for 
the sensation of drowning and the percep- 
tion of imminent death. ... 

Fortunately, the CIA did not consult me 
when it needed information from al-Qaida 
leader Abu Zubaydah six months after the 
Sept. 11 attacks. Instead, the agency asked 
government attorneys to interpret whether 
10 interrogation techniques, including wa- 
terboarding, would violate the 1994 statute 
prohibiting torture. Keep in mind: Terror- 


ist chatter at the time was comparable to 
pre-9/11 levels. And the CIA had deter- 
mined that Abu Zubaydah had crucial in- 
formation about another attack. 

Bybee and Yoo didn’t have much to go 
on since no court had ever interpreted 
the statute, but the law is fairly specific. 
It defines torture as inflicting pain that is 
“difficult to endure” and that is “equiva- 
lent in intensity to the pain accompany- 
ing serious physical injury, such as organ 
failure, impairment of bodily function, or 
even death.” Contrary to what I and others 
previously have written, the memos did not 
conclude that techniques could only be tor- 
ture if they cause “death, organ failure, or 
serious impairment of bodily functions.” 
That would have left open the possibility 
for a range of clearly unacceptable abuses. 
Consider this a correction. 

Whether one agrees with the Bybee-Yoo 
interpretation is a difference of opinion, 
but nothing more. Any fair assessment 


has to include consideration of context and 
distinctions that matter, including the defi- 
nition of waterboarding, which varies ac- 
cording to country and century. 

I have no interest in defending one 
against the other, but there are significant 
differences between what the Japanese did 
during World War II, for example, and what 
was authorized by the U.S. government. 

The Japanese forced water into the pris- 
oner’s nose and mouth. In our version, the 
mouth and nose are covered with a cloth 
that is saturated with water for no more 
than 40 seconds in a controlled manner. No 
water enters the lungs. Moreover, the same 
technique is used to train our own military 
personnel, who do not suffer severe physi- 
cal pain or prolonged mental harm. 

Thus, the attorneys deduced that water- 
boarding, though extremely unpleasant, 
wasn’t torture. It was never up to the attor- 
neys to express an opinion about whether 
waterboarding was good policy. Their only 


role was to interpret the law in good faith. 

Even if Bybee and Yoo were wrong, their 
error doesn’t rise to the level of an ethical 
offense, much less a war crime. Under the 
Justice Department’s own standards, an 
ethical issue would arise only if their opin- 
ion was so obviously wrong that no reason- 
able lawyer could possibly reach the same 
conclusion. By that standard, the only obvi- 
ous wrong is the continued persecution of 
Jay Bybee and John Yoo. ... 

In testimony Wednesday before a Senate 
judiciary subcommittee, law professor Mi- 
chael Paulsen (University of St. Thomas) 
predicted that “presidents and administra- 
tions of both parties will not obtain candid, 
vigorous legal advice reflecting the full 
range of views, on sensitive matters of war, 
foreign affairs and national security.” 

America’s enemies could hope for no 
more.

Lisa Nowak had filed the no- 
tice last year to preserve the op- 
tion of using an insanity defense 
but a spokeswoman for Nowak’s 
attorney, Donald Lykkebak, said 
Thursday that it is no longer under 
consideration. 

Nowak was accused of confront- 
ing her romantic rival, Colleen 
Shipman, in the parking lot of the 
Orlando International Airport in 
February 2007 after driving from 
Houston. 

Shipman’s boyfriend was former 
space shuttle pilot Bill Oefelein. 


Wal-Mart plan rejected 
over environment impact 
C A LOS ANGELES — A 

San Bernardino Superior 
Court judge rebuffed Wal-Mart’s 
plan for a supercenter in the des- 
ert city of Yucca Valley, partly on 
the grounds that the giant retailer 
failed to take measures to reduce 
its impact on global warming. 

Environmentalists had been 
pressuring Wal-Mart to install 
solar panels to provide electricity 
for its proposed 184,000-square- 
foot store. But the retailer said the 
estimated 7,000 metric tons per 
year of planet-heating greenhouse 
gases that would result from the 
store’s operation was too insig- 
nificant to require such measures 
under the California Environmen- 
tal Quality Act. 

Judge Barry Plotkin, relying 
on contrary evidence from state 
air quality officials, found other- 
wise, in a case that signals a grow- 
ing legal consensus that climate 
change must be considered by 
businesses and governments pro- 
moting new developments. 


State to cut program for 
pregnant womens’ care 
RI PROVIDENCE — Nearly 

30 pregnant women who 
cannot afford health insurance 
would lose state funding under a 
cost-cutting proposal from Gov. 
Don Carcieri. 


The Carcieri administration 
says the proposal would save near- 
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ly $235,000. 

The Providence Journal says the 
proposal would affect a class of 28 
women who cannot otherwise af- 
ford health insurance and are en- 
rolled in the state’s “payor of last 
resort” program. 

That program allows women be- 
tween 250 and 350 percent of the 
federal poverty limit to pay about 
$300 a month for Medicaid in ex- 
change for coverage of all pre- 
natal and postpartum care.

A total of 43 children were di- 
rectly and indirectly shocked by 
electric stun guns during simul- 
taneous “Take Your Sons and 
Daughters to Work Day” events 
gone wrong at three Florida state 
prisons last month. One was a war- 
den’s daughter. 

The growing numbers, and the 
bizarre descriptions of kids being 
exposed to tear gas and shocked 
while holding hands in circles, 
were revealed during a news con- 
ference by the surprised chief of 
the Florida Department of Correc- 
tions chief. 

Three prison guards have been 
fired, two have resigned and 16 
others — from corrections officers 
to a warden — will be disciplined 
for what happened on April 23, 
Walter A. McNeil said. 

None of the children required 
medical attention or was notably 
harmed, McNeil said. He said the 
victims, who ranged in age from 
5 to 17, were all children of prison 
officials.

Lakers cruise past 
Rockets in Game 7

LOS ANGELES — Kobe Bry- 
ant, Pau Gasol and the Los Ange- 
les Lakers emphatically silenced 
the doubters and the Houston 
Rockets, winning Game 7 of the 
Western Conference semifinals 
89-70 on Sunday. 

With Gasol scoring 21 points 
and grabbing 18 rebounds, the 
Lakers looked like the confer- 
ence’s top-seeded team, not the 
maddeningly inconsistent one 
that was pushed to the decisive 
final game by the undermanned 
Rockets. 

The Lakers dominated the paint 
on both ends, forcing the Rockets 
into turnovers and bad shots, and 
owning the backboards. They 
had an 8-0 lead a few minutes 
in and widened it to 25 points on 
Gasol’s jump hook shortly before 
halftime. 

The Lakers, trying to reach 
the NBA Finals for the second 
straight year, host the opener 
of the conference finals against 
the Denver Nuggets on Tuesday 
night. 

Gasol left to a nice ovation with 
3:34 remaining in the game. 

Trevor Ariza scored 15 points 
while Bryant and Andrew Bynum 
had 14 apiece. Bryant added five 
assists and seven rebounds. 

Aaron Brooks scored 13 and 
Luis Scola 11 for Houston. Ron 
Artest (Seven points) and Shane 
Battier (three) were non-factors. 

The Lakers have been so up 
and down in this series that coach 
Phil Jackson said before Game 
5 that they had a little bit of Je- 
kyll and Hyde in them. That was 
the night the Lakers raced to a 
40-point victory at home, only to 
follow it by getting blind-sided a 
second straight game in Houston, 
losing two nights later by 15. 

Using home-court advantage to 
the fullest, the Lakers made sure

they weren’t going to choke this 
one away against the No. 5 seed. 

Asked what the Lakers learned 
from this series, Bryant cracked: 
“That we’re bipolar.” 

“Our effort could be much 
better, you know, in Game 4 and 
Game 6,” Bryant said. “But still, 
Houston played extremely well. 
In a series, it’s about making ad- 
justments. That’s what we were 
able to. We made our adjustments. 
We came out and were ready to 
go. You can’t take anything away 
from this Houston team. But we 
definitely could have played a lot 
harder.” 

This one was practically over 
before the fans settled into their 
seats. 

With Houston missing its first 
12 shots, Los Angeles used two 
Houston turnovers and a blocked 
shot in racing to an 8-0 lead. Gasol 
blocked a shot by Scola and fed 
Bryant for a layup. Scola’s turn- 
over led to Ariza’s tip-in of Gasol’s 
miss. A turnover by Brooks set 
up Ariza’s three-pointer, forcing 
Houston to call timeout with 9:32 
to go in the quarter. 

Houston missed seven shots 
during the next 2/2 minutes, and 
didn’t score until Brooks made 
two free throws just more than 
five minutes in. 

“Coming in here for Game 7, we 
knew they were going to give us 
their best shot, especially in the 
first quarter,’ Battier said. “To 
be honest with you, we just didn’t 
have energy to match it. Unfortu- 
nately, after we got past the first 
quarter we played them pretty 
straight up, but the damage had 
been done at that point.” 

During one sequence, Odom 
blocked a shot by Brooks, Bry- 
ant ended up with the ball and 
whipped a crosscourt pass to 
Ariza for a three-pointer and a 
13-2 lead.

Philippe, Duno get speed 


Both drivers surpass 220 mph after withdrawing runs

INDIANAPOLIS — Nelson Philippe and 
Milka Duno took advantage of improved 
weather on the final day of qualifying to 
solidify their spots in next Sunday’s India- 
napolis 500. 

Philippe and Duno withdrew their ear- 
lier speeds and improved significantly mo- 
ments after the fourth day of time trials 
for the 93rd Indy race began Sunday, with 
Philippe posting an average of 220.754 
mph and Duno soaring to 221.106. 

After Saturday’s session, Philippe, an 
Indy rookie, and Duno, trying for her third 
consecutive 500 start, were the slowest 
drivers in the tentative 33-car field, both 
with four-lap averages of just more than 
218 mph. 

But Sunday’s weather conditions were 
considerably better than the wet and windy 
Saturday, assuring speeds would climb on 
the 2.5-mile oval 

“This morning (in practice), I went 220 
for the first time all month,” said Philippe, 
22, a Frenchman. “That was nice to break 
that barrier. 

“It was definitely not a big gamble. We 
had a mediocre time yesterday. I left the 
track yesterday and I said to the guys, ‘You 
know, I don’t just want to be in the show. 
I want to be qualifying close to 221.’ And 
we did.” 

Duno, who likely will join Danica Pat- 
rick and Sarah Fisher as the only women 
in the lineup, also had been struggling to 
find speed since getting on the track May 
ri 

She qualified on the opening day of time 
trials, but her 219.027 was bumped and she 
waited a week to try again. 

She nearly hit the wall on her first at- 
tempt Saturday, then managed to get into 
the tentative lineup at 218.040. 

“We corrected a few things,” said Duno,

better. You can make a fast lap but if you 
are not consistent, if the car doesn’t help 
you make the same speed all the time, you 
do nothing in qualifying.”

About an hour after the runs by Philippe 
and Duno, Bruno Junqueira, the 2002 pole 
winner, became the third qualifier of the 
day. His 221.115 bumped John Andretti’s 
219.442 out of the tentative lineup. 

Junqueira, who began the month with- 
out a ride, got his first laps in his Conquest 
Racing entry Sunday morning and was 
faster than 220 in just eight laps. 

“T did like four laps up to speed in the 
first (practice) session,” the Brazilian driv- 
er Said. 

“The car was good, so I said, ‘Let’s take 
a little downforce out.’ The car was better 
and I thought, ‘I think we can qualify.’ 

“T was very persistent. I walked around 
here for two weeks and, at the last minutes, 
I got a ride. It’s one of the most exciting 
moments of my life and my career.” 


After Junqueira ran, Ryan MHunter- 
Reay’s 219.502 from Saturday was on 
the bubble, with more than five hours re- 
maining until the final gun. Close behind 
Hunter-Reay, and also apparently vulner- 
able to being bumped from the lineup, was 
E.J. Viso’s 219.971 — the only other speed 
under 220. 

Each entry is allowed up to three quali- 
fying attempts per day and there were sev- 
eral drivers still hoping to make it into the 
race. 

Andretti practiced Sunday afternoon, 
searching for enough speed to get back into 
the lineup, as did 1996 Indy winner Buddy 
Lazier, bumped Saturday after four laps 
at just more than 216, and rookie Stanton 
Barrett, who tried to qualify Saturday and 
came up just short.

It was his first victory since he left 
Joe Gibbs Racing at the end of last year, 
after two championships and 10 successful 
seasons, to become co-owner of Stewart- 
Haas Racing. 

In just six months, “Smoke,” as he is nick- 
named, has turned his new toy into a cham- 
pionship contender. He came into the race 
second in the Sprint Cup Series standings 
— surprising because most people predict- 
ed a rocky first year for a driver accus- 
tomed to winning. Instead, he’s put himself 
and teammate Ryan Newman (eighth in 
points) in position for berths in the Chase 
for the Sprint Cup championship. 

Both have been closing in on Victory 
Lane, and Stewart won the race to give the 
organization its first victory dating to its 
2002 debut as Haas CNC Racing. Stewart 
became the second driver/owner to win 
the All-Star race, joining Geoff Bodine, the 
1994 winner. 

Stewart’s crew urged him to the climb 
the fence in celebration — a tradition he 
started several years ago — but the driver 
declined. His crew climbed for him. 

Kenseth was second, followed by Kurt

gets eighth win 


Toronto ace spots White Sox 2-0 
lead, then slams door thereatter

TORONTO Roy Halladay 
won his fifth straight start and 
Adam Lind hit one of three To- 
ronto homers as the Blue Jays 
beat the Chicago White Sox 8-2 
on Sunday. 

Halladay (8-1) surpassed Kan- 
sas City’s Zack Greinke for the 
major league lead in victories by 
allowing two runs and six hits 
over seven innings, with one walk 
and eight strikeouts. He lowered 
his ERA to 2.78. 

Halladay has worked at least 
seven innings in each of his nine 
starts. 

Jason Frasor got one out in 
the eighth, Jesse Carlson got the 
other two and Brandon League 
finished it in the ninth for the AL 
East-leading Blue Jays. 

Alex Rios and Aaron Hill hit 
solo homers and Lind added a 
three-run blast as the Blue Jays 
pounded Chicago’s Gavin Floyd 
(2-4) for the second time this sea- 
son. Toronto touched him for six 
runs and nine hits in a 14-0 vic- 
tory at Chicago on April 24. 

The White Sox lost their ninth 
straight game in Toronto and 
their fourth in a row overall. Chi- 
cago has dropped 11 of 14 since 
May 2, falling from first to fourth 
in the AL Central. 

The White Sox jumped on Hal- 
laday with two in the first. Scott 
Podsednik doubled and Chris 
Getz reached on Halladay’s field- 
ing error before Jermaine Dye 
and Paul Konerko followed with 
RBI singles. Dye was thrown 
out trying to steal third and Jim 
Thome walked, but Halladay 
got out of it by getting Alexei 
Ramirez to pop out and striking 
out Josh Fields. 

Tigers 11, Athletics 7: Ramon 
Santiago and Curtis Granderson 
each hit three-run homers, help- 
ing Detroit overcome a 6-0 defi- 
cit and complete a three-game 
sweep. 

Santiago, who also had an RBI 
triple among his four hits and 
scored three runs, put Detroit 
ahead 8-6 with a homer off San- 
tiago Casilla in the third. 

Landon Powell hit a three-run 
double and Adam Kennedy hom- 
ered to help the Athletics build a 
six-run lead in the second. 

Orlando Cabrera’s first homer 
of the season pulled the Athlet- 
ics to 8-7 in the fifth, but Grand- 
erson’s three-run homer in the 
bottom of the inning put the game 
out of reach. 

Santiago had a chance at the 
cycle, but singled to lead off 
the seventh when he needed a 
double.

CLEVELAND 
bsent from any box score and 
unseen on TV highlights, the 
moment passed without fan- 
fare. Earlier this year, LeB- 

ron James did something that might best 
define his breakthrough season with the 
Cleveland Cavaliers. 

It wasn’t a thunderous dunk or no-look 
pass. 

In the aftermath of a victory, James was 
dissecting the game when he called Cavs 
point guard Mo Williams a name never

heard before in Cleveland’s locker room. 

“He’s my sidekick,” James said. 

After a recent practice, Williams re- 
called James’ stamp of approval. 

“That was cool,” Williams said. “Robin’s 
cool. Batman can’t have it all.” 

In fiction and reality, there’s long been 
a place for the faithful sidekick, the de- 
pendable partner that the hero can count 
on. Johnny Carson had Ed McMahon. The 
Lone Ranger had Tonto. Captain Kirk had 
Mr. Spock. 

But until this season, it was King James 
without a royal court. 

To be fair, this season’s MVP had a few 


teammates he could trust on the floor, but 
not enough. The Cavaliers were talented, 
but not as skilled as the Boston Celtics, Los 
Angeles Lakers or others. 

But now, besides Williams, an All-Star 
acquired in a trade last summer, James is 
surrounded by a solid supporting cast. A 
team as tightly knit as a college fraternity, 
the Cavaliers had the league’s best record 
in the regular season and are rampaging 
through the playoffs, with series sweeps of 
the Detroit Pistons and Atlanta Hawks. 

“They’ve got weapons all over the floor,” 
Hawks coach Mike Woodson said. 

“As good as he is, and LeBron is one of 


the best I’ve seen in 27 years in this league, 
he doesn’t do it alone.” 

In winning their first eight playoff games 
— all by double digits — the Cavaliers are 
an eye-popping 74-16, tying them with the 
1986 Boston Celtics for the fourth-best re- 
cord through 90 games. 

Only the 1996 Chicago Bulls (79-11), the 
1997 Bulls (76-14) and the 1967 Philadel- 
phia 76ers and 1972 Los Angeles Lakers 
(75-15) have hit 90 games ahead of these 
Cavs, who have been unequaled in recent 
months. 

Since the All-Star break, the Cavs, who
